MEDICS REPORT 
NEW CHEMICAL 
PNEUMONIA AID

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 1.—-A new 
and successful chemical treatment | 
for pneumonia with an extract of | 
warm ox blood gathered from 
slaughter houses was announced 
today at the opening of the South- 
ern Medical association's annual | 
meeting. | 

Dr. Clyde Brooks, of the Louisi- 
ana State University Medical 
school, reportcd the treatment 
brought about a large decrease in 
the death rate in a series of 800 
Pmeumonia cases. “Had it been | 
used only on selected types of | 
vases,” he added, “I feel sure that 
it would have been possible to | 
save the lives of 100 per cent of | 
them.” 

The new chemical is called 
“Deutero-Proteose” and is made 
from fibrin, a white protein ob- 
tained from the blood of freshly- 
killed oxen. A small amount in- 
jected into the blood stream of a| 
pMeumonia patient in the early | 
stages of the disease causes a 
quick decline of fever and repeat- 
ed injections over a period of sev- 
eral days have produced quick and 
complete recoveries, Dr. Brooks 
declared, 

Deutero-Proteose appears to be 
es deadly for one type of pneu- | 
monia germ as for the others and 
seems to work as well in lobar 
pneumonia as in bronchial pneu- 
monia. Determination of the type 
of germ is unnecessary.

Debts of only 1656 Alberta farmers have been 
reduced by the board of review acting under 
the Farmer's Creditors’ Arrangement Act. The 
legislation came into effect nearly three and a 
half year ago. There are many times this number 
of farmers in Alberta whose debts are entitled 
to immediate examination with a view to reduc- 
tion. 

The Dominion Minister of agriculture had 
good ground for saying this method of adjust- 
ment is too slow to clear up the “mess” in reason- 
able time and get debtor-creditor relations on a 
uniform basis. Either the creation of several 
more boards of review, or blanket legislation, is 
required if the debt situation is to be rectified 
before the 1940 dead-line, when financial experts 
tell us we may look for another depression to set 
in. One board, acting with al] possible speed, 
cannot possibly cover the ground in that time.

The broad inference from the result is that 
public opinion in Canada is running strong for 
freer trade and more of it. Since that is true 
in Victoria, there can be no doubt about the 
trend of opinion in sections of the country less 
traditionally favorable to high tariffs and 
restrictionist policies in general. 


THE CASE OF DR. SCHACHT 


Although not a Nazi, Dr. Schacht, the de- 
posed dictator of Germany's economic destiny, 
has consented to be Hitler's personal adviser. 
The government is so short of talent that its 
leader must receive counsel from a scholar who 
often voices open disavowal of its dogmas. 

Of course, Dr. Schacht’s main duty in his 
new position will consist in being a good 
listener. Hitler's worship of force, his zeal for 
mistaking rhetoric for reality, his unmeasured 
ignorance of economics, and his love for tawdry 
nationalism, will all run counter to the better 
instincts of his consultant. But Dr. Schacht will 
probably content himself with thinking much 
and saying little. In Germany silence is the 
mother of safety. 

Still, even if debarred from rejecting policies, 
he may still exercise the privileges of intimacy 
by asking Hitler a few searching questions, if 
only to satisfy his own tidy mind. 

How can Hitler, for example, parade his ven- 
eration of German racial purity and at the same 
time enter into an alliance with Japan? How 


can Nazism become dominant while their advo- | 


cates, at every recent international conference, 
rely upon an abject subservience to Italy? How 
can Germany be granted colonies until] she re- 
laxes her repressive policies that are at once a 
shame and menace to civilization? 

But perhaps Dr. Schact had better refrain 
from asking too many questions. Hitler is a 
stranger to consistency, and the pains of being 
compelled to be logical might grow unbearable. 


THE WHEAT “CROWN” 


The wheat championship of the world goes 
this year to Ladner, B.C.; a thirteen-year-old 
boy, Gordon Gibson, being credited with bring- 
ing home the title for the first time to that 
province. His victory was not, however, a “freak” 
win by a youthful amateur. Gordon's father has 
been showing, and winning awards, at the Inter- 
national for many years. It is admitted that he 
coached junior, and is mainly responsible for the 
outcome. Prizes at that great show are won by 


persevering effort, technical knowledge, care, | 
and experience. 


If the crown has been lost for the time by 
Alberta, there ig satisfaction in knowing it has 
gone to a neighboring province. 
the seed from which the winning wheat was 
grown came from the Wembley farm of Mr. 


Trelle. That famous area of prize wheat has | 


created its own strongest competitors by supply. 
ing them with high quality seed, and the five- 
times winner of the championship has only 
ceased to be king to become king-maker. 

Back in 1911 Saeger Wheeler of Saskatche- 
wan brought the wheat championship to Canada. 
In the intervening twenty-six years it has 
crossed the border twenty-three times. Mr. 
Wheeler won five times, Mr. Trelle five times,

In ten years 
the title has come to Alberta. Whatever was the 
basic reason Canada couldn't or didn't sell its 
wheat in the depression years, it wasn't because 
it can't or doesn't grow good wheat.

CHEERS FOR MANITOBA 


Taxpayers all over Canada owe a vote of 
thanks to the Government of Manitoba. Pre- 
mier Bracken and his associates made the first 
presentation to the Rowell commission. And 
what they proposed was not that they be given 
more powers to levy taxes, but that the burdens 
on the province's taxpayers be eased by a whole- 
sale refunding of the provincial debt at reason- 
able interest rates and the assumption by the 
Dominion of a large share of the cost of social 
services. 

The details do not matter at the moment; the 
direction is the important thing. And the sub- 
stance of the brief is that provincial expenses 
should be reduced, rather than provincial taxes 
increased. 

That must come as a surprise, and a very 
welcome surprise, to the public. For many 
months, from one end of Canada to the other, 
provinces and municipalities have been busy 
hiring experts and preparing cases to be pre- 
sented to the commission., The general impres- 
sion given to the taxpayer, by what little inform- 
ation he has been favored with, was that the 
commission hearings would be one long drawn 
demand from these bodies that they be allowed 
to impose new taxes or heavier taxes. 

Of course the matter was not put in that can- 
did way. What was wanted, it has been stated a 
hundred times, was “new sources of revenue.” 
But that didn’t deceive anybody who took the 
trouble to analyse the proposal. There is only 
ong source of revenue—the pocket of the tax- 
payer. “Tapping new sources” meant nothing 
but employing new ways to tap the same old 
source. It has seemed doubtful that anybody 
in authority was going to say a word on behalf of 
the taxpayer. 

Manitoba has brightened that gloomy out- 
look with a straight proposal to refund its debts, 
turn over some of its burdens to the Dominion, 
and get along with about a third less money than 
it has been collecting or trying to collect. 

That proposal, advanced at the first session 
of the commission, establishes a precedent which 
other provincial governments will find embar- 
rassing if they have in mind the enlargement of 
their responsibilities and the boosting of taxation.

Advocates of monetary manipulation are 
apparently going to make little or no impression 
on the Rowell commission inquiring into dom- 
irlion-provincial relations. After Professor A. R, 
Upgren, speaking for the Manitoba govern- 
ment, had finished his argument that the 
Canadian dollar should have been allowed to fall 
with the Australian pound five years ago, Chief 
Justice Rowell indicated yesterday morning that 
the professor might have saved his breath to 


cool his fevered brow. Manitoba’s brief on 
monetary policy was so much wind music in the 
ears of the chief justice. 

The professor is a Ph.D., a respectable pedo- 
gogue and retained by a government which no- 
body suspects of harboring wild ideas. He pre- 
sented an argument which was current and 
popular in Western Canada around 1932 and had 
the support then of a citizen who is now a 
director of the Bank of Canada—George G. 
Coote, former Alberta M.P. Yet the chief justice, 
more in sorrow than in anger, tolu the profeasor 
his notions were “far from reality” and his re- 
marks were “the weakest part of Manitoba's 
case.” 

Words like these are the nearest thing to a 
Bronx cheer a royal commissioner can allow 
himself. What will happen if and when starry- 
eyed amateur exponents of wooden money, 
prosperity scrip and social credit get before this 
commission can be foreseen. They will not get 
half-way to first base,

His examination of Dr. Upgren on the 
monetary issue underlined points admitted or 
implied in the witness’ brief. Other Canadians, 
not foreigners, would have paid for the benefit 
accruing to the farmers from depreciation of the 
dollar. This benefit would have been offset, in 
part, by an increase in the price of goods brought 
by farmers. 

Overwhelmed by Mr. St. Laurent, Dr. Up- 
gren readily agreed and did not drive home the 
key point in his original argument which was the 
time lag between the movement of different 
prices. With the dollar 50 per cent below par, 
prices of farm goods for export would have risen 
much quicker than other prices and the farmer's 
advantage would have lain in that difference. 

But this point got lost in the swiftness of 
Mr. St. Laurent’s dialectics and in the end Chief 
Justice Rowell dismissed the case on two 
grounds. Dr. Upgren was dealing by hyopthetical 
ideas and he was assuming that prices could be 
controlled by manipulating currency, wheras, 
as Mr. Roosevelt's experience showed, they could 
not. 

% % % 

The discussion got onto easier ground when 
the next brief, on the effect of the tariff, was 
read by Dr. H. C. Grant, professor of economics 
at Manitoba University. This is an old story in 
the West and the brief contained no news. Dr. 
Grant began with a history of tariff changes 
since 1867, and was interrupted as he was 
getting to the Bennett tariff Jaws which gave a 
minister practically carte blanche to fix duties. 
The recital was cut short when Chief Justice 
Rowell ruled that it was interesting but irrele- 
vant. The effect of the tariff is within the com- 
mission’s scope, the terms of the dominion tariff 
law are not. Here is a tip for makers of briefs 
in other provinces. 

Abandoning history Dr. Grant went on to 
prove that the tariff cost the average prairie 
farmer $110 a year in addition to price. This in- 
cludes costs of machinery, equipment, food, 
clothes and household goods. Dr. Grant said he 
had under-stated the case deliberately which 
was perhaps a mistake with Mr. St. Laurent on 
hand to take a highly skeptical view of all evi- 
dence submitted. 

Mr. St. Laurent did not challenge the figures 
but he noted that Canadian prices quoted by 
Dr. Grant includes Sales tax and also that per 
capita collection of customs duties and sales 
taxes by the Canadian government were $80 to 
$90 a family. The implication seemed to be that 
Canadian farmers were not so hard hit after all 
especially, as Mr. St. Laurent pointed out, con- 
sidering that the West pays very little income 
tax. 

The Manitoba spokesman missed the boat in 
answering Mr. St. Laurent at this stage. Ques- 
tions were coming too thick and fast for medita- 
tion but surely the point overlooked was that the 
cost of a tariff is not measured by customs col- 
lections but by internal price increases. The 
$110 mentioned by Dr. Grant is paid largely in 
prices for Canadian-made goods. Once again a 
point was lost in the rush but Isaac Pitblado, 
K.C., Manitoba counsel, got the record straight 
on the income tax matter. Western citizens, said 
Mr. Pitblado, do not evade income taxes. They 
pey what the law requires and easnestly wish it 
were more.

The western drought is not a political prob- 
lem. It has long since passed the stage where 
it could be regarded as a western problem. The 
narrowest possible view that can be taken of it 
is that it is a sectional disorder of emergency 
Proportions which is seriously undermining the 
whole national economic set-up. Worse, it is 
not to be thought of, as some insist upon doing, 
as a temporary problem, but as one which will 
keep recurring with increasingly disastrous re- 
sults unless some action is taken to check it, or 
at least, limit the damage it can do. 

Tt is on this basis that Mr. Sweezey’s plan 
must be estimated. It is the considered program 
of an expert, worked out in full knowledge of 
all the conditions in the territory to which it is 
to be applied, and offered as a permanent and 
commercially practical solution. Whether oficial 
Ottawa accepts it as such is not the point. The 
federal government's responsibility is to provide 
the public with complete and impartially acquired 
evidence as to the possibilities or the impossibili- 
ties of large scale irrigation. 

The facts upon which Mr. Sweezey builds his 
case for such a project cannot be questioned. 
Drought has cost Western Canada upwards of 
$1,500,000,000 over the past seven years. It has 
necessitated huge expenditures of public funds 
which have served no more useful purpose than 
the maintenance of increasingly large numbers 
of prairie farmers on subsistence standards. It 
has left Canada with an unbalanced economic 
condition that has a detrimental influence on 
every phase of life throughout the Dominion. 
That abandonment of this rich territory is un- 
thinkable goes without saying, yet abandonment 
is the self-chosen course the farmers are follow- 
ing today.—Toronto Globe and Mail. 


ANTHONY EDEN ON SPAIN 


From a House of Commons Debate 

“Mr. Lloyd George said, and I agree, that the 
most important element to be considered was 
material and not men, but I am surprised that 
one who was prime minister of this country in 
the Great War should have left out of all his 
calculations the most important points—the sea. 
He said the Spanish government have only one 
frontier—their frontier with France. It is not 
true. They have the vitally important one—the 
sea—and everybody who has watched the course 
of this war closely knows how important free- 
dom of access to Spanish ports has been to the 
Spanish government. He said that submarines 
were sinking the ships. So they were for a few 
short weeks, but that has all ceased. 

“The Nyon agreement facilitated the arrival 
of very large quantities of materials in Spanish 
government ports, and enormous quantities have 
arrived throughout the year.’ 

“One had only to look at the official figures 
of the Soviet government to see that. Figures 
for the last nine months in the ‘Daily Telegraph,’ 
which confirmed the official figures, showed that 
Spain was now Soviet Russia's third best cus- 
tomer. In those months she took from Russia 
440,000 tons of goods, valued at $3,500,000. 

“An interesting thing shown by the figures is 
that from January to September of this year Rus- 
sia shipped to Spain nearly ten times as much in 
weight and four and a half times as much in 
value as in the corresponding period for 1936. 
Some of these increases are very interesting— 
tractors, fertilizers,andsoon. | 

“The Russian army publication—the ‘Red Star’ 
——refers to the crushing superiority of the Re- 
publican air force in Spain. It claimed that Ger- 
man and Italian machines were entirely out- 
classed by the single seater fighters and fast 
bombers of the government forces and that since 
August 1 the Nationalists had lost in aerial com- 
bat fifty planes. 

“That was against a government less of 25. 
The paper added that in addition to that, one 
hundred and ten Nationalist planes had been de- 
stroyed in raids on airdromes, against a govern- 
ment loss of only 25. It is not a question of the 
Spanish government's not having the materials, 
but they could not get it to the place where they 
could use it.

Officer Sam Kennedy 
Walked From Leduc To 
Calgary Rather Than 


Risk Riding Rods in De- 
fiance of “Mounties.” 


Although Wednesday, Decem- 
der 1, marks the beginning of his 
20th year as a member of the 
Edmonton city police force, there 
wes a time when Sam Kennedy, 
fnew No. 1 ranking constable, was 
“seared to death of policemen.” 

So real was his fear, that rather 
than risk having the “mounties” 
catch him “riding the rods” in the 
summer of 1894, he walked the 175 
miles from his father's homestead 
near Leduc to Calgary in search of 


work, he told The Bulletin in an/ 


exclusive interview Wednesday. 

On December 1, 1910, Sam gave 
up a roaming life in search of new 
adventure and “settled down” as a 
‘member of the Edmonton police 
force, 


HAD EXCITEMENT 


But previously he had his share 
of excitement and adventure. Take, 


for example, the way he came to| 


Edmonton, 44 years ago. 

In 1891, Sam had left his home in 
Glengarry district in Ontario and 
joined his father, who was running 
a timber camp supplying cordwood 
for the smelters at Butte, Montana. 
In 1893 the smelters began to use 
coke instead of cordwood. and the 
Kennedys had to find a new way 
to make a living. 

“We had heard of a place called 
St. Albert, away up in Alberta,” 
eaid Sam. 
te be some good homesteading 
land up there, so we bought an 
eld prairie schooner, some horses, 
packed our bags and, on July 10, 
1893, we left Butte, headed north 
acress the prairie. 

“That was some trip,” he remem- 
bered with a grin. “Northern Mon- 
tana and Southern Alberta were 
just plain desert. 
trees, so we had to carry firewood 
to cook our meals. 


MAD TO CARRY WATER 


“And dry? Say, we went two 
and three days at a stretch. with- 
out seeing a drop of water. We had 


to carry water for the horses as | 


well as ourselves.” His eyes 
twinkled as he recalled the trip—- 
the heat mirages on the prairie, 
fording the raging Belly river, the 
Bow and the more numerous 
streams in the northern half of the 
trip. 

“At the American-Canadian bor- 
der Sam saw a red coated mounted 
policeman for the first time. “I 
don’t know why—maybe it was be- 
cause I had heard so much about 
them in the States—but I was 
scared to death of them. There 
were two of them, and I remember 
I kept wishing there was some- 
where I could run to, or hide.” 
After years in police work Sam 
Says that now he can watch the 
Mounties come and go without 
even quivering an eyelid.
